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The resolution that student government of Ste- 
venson College is ‘‘an absurd and useless appendage 
and should be amputated’? was debated Wednesday 
night, April 26, at the second meeting of the newly- 
formed Stevenson Political Union. 


Speakers for the affirmative were Mike Stroe and 
Dan Cooper, both from Stevenson House I, The 
negative speakers were Zack Wasserman and Arthur 
Torres of Stevenson. 


The occasion provided a forum for discussion of the 
presuppositions behind the secession of House If 
from Stevenson student government last week. 


From start®o finish the participants were inter- 
rupted, heckled, and almost drowned out by jeers 
and cheers of the enthusiastic audience. 


The first affirmative speaker, Stroe argued that 
too many limitations are imposed on students by 
tr. ‘itional student governments. Students do not 
have enough power when the final decisions on cru- 
cial issues ate made by the Provost or the Chan- 
cellor. 


He advocated a more ‘‘spontaneous’’ organization 
of student affairs and poi..ted out a number of suc- 
cessful projects which have been organized inde- 
pendently of student government. 


o Be or Not To Be - 


These included 
cultural activities, Simcha, the Tutorial Project, the. 
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Spring Thing, and the Stevenson Political Union it- 
self. 


He criticized student government Officials for using 
power unwisely to gain ‘infantile prestige’? and ac- 
cused them of failing to effectively represent student 
interests, 


Wasserman, the first negative speaker, countered 


with the argument that students show responsibility 
through organized representative bodies. They can 
bring about adininistrative changes because they can 
be recognized by and communicate with ad- 


ministrators, te charged that adhoc committees such 
as the House IT faction cannot do this, 


He pointed out that the Tutorial Project and the 
Spring Thing have, been aided by extensive coopera- 
tion from student government. Using the Cowell 
Assembly aS an example, he criticized the idea of 
“‘spontaneity’’ in government. The Cowell system 
was organized independently without interference from 
the Provost and took one and a half years to begin 
functioning. ; - 


The second affirmative speaker, Cooper, objected 
to the high handedness of the Stevenson student govern- 
ment. He said that members of the committee on 
student conduct did not have the right to judge or 
punish the behavior of their fellow students. 


Absurd 


He disputed the ‘right to assemble’’ bestowed by 
the Stevenson constitution on the grounds that stu- 
dents could assemble whether or not a document gave 
them permission. He criticized the government for 


sending three representatives to observe House II 
election, arguing that this implied lack of trust in 
students to manage their own affairs. He expressed 


the idea that Stevenson does not need a miniature 
national government. 


Torres, the second negative speaker, emphasized 
the idea of student government as a means of com- 
juunication between students and adiministrators. He 
stated that while serving on the Stevenson Council 
he had made every attempt to recognize students. 
tle restated the idea of bringing about reforms through 
organized efforts, He accused his opponents of apathy 
and lack of initiative, saying that few members of 
House II had been present to modify or ratify the 
constitution. 


He said that the opposition had presented no con- 
structive new proposals to back up their opinions 
and that in seceding they had failed to take advantage 
of the power allotted to them by the existng govern- 
ment.

Samuel Beckett, the author of 
“Play,” has been criticizedas 
being cheerless and abstractly 
metaphysical, but he also 
writes with a sharp-witted Ir- 
ish tone. Bob Cohen wrote 
“Biedermann” to use the tal- 
ents of the company and “psy- 
chedelic® music, Biedermann 
has problems deciding whe- 
ther he is the “greatest” or 
unattractive and stupid. 


The Irvine Repertory Thea- 
tre is the first such theatre 
composed within an under- 
graduate University curricul- 
um, <A repertory company 
produces a series of plays 
over some period of time. 
In its sixteen week season the 
Irvine company has performed 
five plays.

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If It’s Worth It 


It seems that it-is’ time for students as 
well as faculty members to. evaluate the 
pass/fail system. The precipitate action 
by the Government Board of Studies has 
Worried students in every discipline. It 
is unfortunate that students were consulted 


: only informally before the action was taken, 


but that will be corrected. A more important 
matter is the reasoning behind the decision 
and‘the value and fate of the pass/fail system 
itself. =. Be ae Se 

It would appear that the major argument 
raised against pass/fail, in this instance, 
is externa] rather than internal. The ar- 
gument that pass/fail grades have and will 
continue to hurt Santa Cruz students when 
they apply to graduate schools and when 
they appeal to their draft boards is a valid 
one. But that does not neces:arily mean that 
this particular experiment should be aban- 
doned because the grad schools are somewhat 
old-fashforied. 


~ The first consideration should be to decide 
whether or not pass/fail is a better system 
than letter grades, that is, whether it pro- 
vides a better education. Many feel that the 
pass/fail experiment has been successful, 
that students do gain a better education 
without the artificial stimulus and constraint 
of grades. . Others feel that the mgthod of 
evaluation is. too uneven and that a ‘student 
- needs a_ better idea of where he stands in 


relation to other students than pass/fail can 


provide; some feel the system encourages 
students to just get.by. 


Once this issue has been resolved -- or at 
least widely and clearly discussed -- the 
question of the external effects and penalties 
of pass/fail should be considered. The prob- 
- lem of graduate schools and draft boards look- 

ing with disfavor on pass/fail affects more 
, than each student’s chance to go to a good 
’ grad school or to. stay in school. If it is

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schools -- andobviously this refers primarily 
to the eastern schools -- will not accept 
students who have only pass/fail records, 
then good students will probably avoid Santa 
Cruz. And once the quality of students who 
come to Santa Cruz decreases, good faculty 
members are also going to avoid this campus. 


But pass/fail is the coming thing. Schools 
all over the country are adopting some form 
of this system. Nevertheless, graduate 
schools will probably maintain their tradi- 
tions and their conservative position for 
some time -- they will continue to be lazy 
and prefer to deal in G.P.A,.’s rather than 
evaluations. The question might be put, as 
one of our columnists delicately phrases it, 
whether we’ve got the guts. If pass/fail 
is worthwhile someone should have the guts 
to stand up for it. To announce to the aca- 
demic community that a group of faculty 
members and students believe in pass/fail 
strongly enough to maintain the system in 
the face of grad schools’ and draft boards’ 
disfavor would certainly be risky. It might 
break Santa Cruz. But then again it might 
make Santa Cruz. 


The question must return to the inherent 
value of the pass/fail system. The risk is 
certainly not worthwhile if the system itself 
is not better than grades. What is needed is 
a straightforward evaluation of pass/fail, It 
is, however, unfair to expect anyone to come 
to a clear conclusion at this early date. It 
ould not really be fair to judge the results 
of pass/fail before students who have studied 
under the system for a full four years have 
taken the Graduate Record Examination and 
have been accepted or rejected by the good 
graduate schools. If one is experimenting, 
he must always be ready to accept the fact 
that a particular experiment is a failure. 
But it is simply too early to determine 
whether pass/fail has succeeded or failed. 
We should, however, begin objective dis- 
cussions of the system now and hold thme 
out in the open, not behind the doors of a 
committee meeting. 


The Regents have given the pass/fail 
experiment five years. Is the Government 
Board of Studies only willing to give it two?

Rests: 
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Let Us Now Praise

Wednesday was a kind of 
hectic day in these parts -- 
first, reports that the Govern- 
ment Department had decided 
to implement grades, and then 
the second of the now infamous 
Stevenson Political Union de- 
bates. What the debate boiled 
down to was a pro-con ar- 
gument on the value of and 
the need for the Establish- 
ment, The outcome saw the 
System’s defenders, Messers 
Torres and Wasserman, suf- 
fering from both attacks from 
the floor and frm the pungent 
smell of defeat -- the division 
of the house voted overwhelm- 
ingly for the affirmative ar- 
gument that student govern- 
ment is indeed .a useless ap- 
pendage which should be am- 
putated. (I) I wouldn’t want to 
make a value judgment on the 
| question or anything, except 
to say that the forum was 
spirited, vital, and relevant, 
and that my side won. 


Actually, rather than re- 
hashing the specifics of the 
debate, funny though they 
were, I think that we ought to 
take a pretty close look at 
its results, particularly in 
light of things like the Govern- 
ment Department’s demon- 
stration of reactionary think- 
ing. It would appear that we 
are going to have a crisis on 
our hands pretty soon, and if 
we as students blow it, a lot 
of things are going to be gone 
for good. It seems deplorable 
that after almost two years of 
fighting the narrow minds of 
draft boards and others for the 
right not to give grades and 
thereby preserve our aca- 
demic integrity, that the Gov. 
department suddenly decides 
it’s got cold feet. After all, 
they explain, it’s you, the stu- 


dents, who have to worry about 
getting into graduate schools. 
- eto hell with the dream. 


I would like to suggest the 
results of the debate as the 
students’ answer to claims 
such as these. In voting 
against the Establishment, 
with all its paternalistic pom- 
posity, we were demonstrating 
the only possible road left to- 
ward some sort of uniqueness 
at Santa Cruz. The adminis- 
tration has shown its colors 
from the beginning -- not only 
is it unapproachable, but it is 
also clearly hostile to de- 
velopment in certain essential 
areas. (I wonder how They are 
going to perpetuate the sacred 
residential college myth when 
They discover that only in- 
coming freshmen choose to 
live on campus -- due to Their 
regulations.) And now, the 
faculty, at least one major de- 
partment; has capitulated as 
well. And people wonder why 
we’re paranoid. .. 


An editorial appeared in the 
newspaper of the university 
which I was attending last 
year. Its writer summed up 
the place’s problems with the 
simple statement, “This 
school hasn’t got the guts.?? 
He was right, and I tried to 
escape by coming to Santa 
Cruz -- only to discover (lo 
and behold) that the problem 
seems to be universal. Santa 
Cruz makes claims of unique- 
ness, yet its administration,
